The Grahams operate one of the best known dairy 
farms in Florida. It covers some 6000 acres of 
which 5000 are worked. In 1934, Mr. Graham 
started what was originally both a producing and 
distributing dairy.

WHAT kind of action program will 
give effective aid to low-income farm- 
ers? This question has touched off a 
bitter Congressional debate that prom- 
ises to continue for months—and well 
into next year’s political campaigns. 

Arguments began with a proposal 
by the Administration to launch a spe- 
cial long-range program of help to 
low-income farm families and part- 
time farm workers Endorsed by 
Agriculture Secretary Benson and 
bearing the “general approval” of 
President Eisenhower, the proposal is 
an outgrowth of a year-long USDA 
study 


Main ingredients of the Administra- 
tion proposal are new lines of credit, 
retirement of submarginal crop land, 
and increased education, research, and 
vocational training. In addition, thou- 
sands of families, part-time farm 
workers, and young people would be 
given assistance in getting “off-farm” 
work, largely in cities 

Net result, it's hoped, would be in- 
creased farm family income—coming 
from fewer, bigger, and more efficient 
farms 

Many Southern legislators, however, 
are highly critical. While supporting 
the objective, they're saying the pro- 
posal falls far short of requirements. 
Primarily, they're stressing the need 
for more direct financial aid and 
greater attention to basic resources 
and markets. 

Southerners have a prime concern 
in ventures to improve the lot of low- 
income farm families and part-time 
farm workers. According to the USDA 
report, most of the nation’s 1.5 mil- 
lion farm families with an annual in- 
come of less than $1,000 live in 14 
southern states and in bordering states. 


No cheering words have been heard, 
meanwhile, about 1955 farm income. 
USDA economists are forecasting a 
further drop of 5 percent in net in- 
come this year. Prices received by 
farmers, they figure, may slide 2 per-

cent under last year’s average. 

This year’s declines, in the view of 
many officials and farm leaders here, 
could be the last for a long while 
Growing opinion is that the down 
trend is nearing its end—with stability 
and perhaps improvement coming in 
1956 


The coming referendum of wheat 
farmers on marketing quotas will be 
watched carefully for a tip-off on 
probable make-up of future farm pro- 
grams. If quotas are turned down, 
there’s a feeling here it may trigger 
action by producers of other major 
exportable crops — cotton, and 
perhaps, tobacco—to gain more free- 
dom.

COTTON IS FACING A SUPPLY AND PRICE CRISIS 
again. In spite of acreage controls in 
1954 farmers grew more cotton than could 
be sold at the price they demanded for 
it. Acreage has been cut again for 1955 
and a bountiful harvest could result in 
another addition to the surplus--which 
would mean another acreage cut in 1956. 


AMERICAN COTTON IS LOSING MARKETS. Foreign 
cotton is oo the export market. 
America is shipping only half the cotton 
abroad that it shipped before World War II. 
And half of what it ships it gives away. 
Every time America reduces acreage the 
foreign growers increase. At home, high 
Support prices encourage the substitution 
of synthetic fibers for cotton. Every- 


cotton c competitive — with foreign cottons 
abroad and Synthetic fibers at home. This 
means cheaper prices. But farmers balk 
at lower.support prices; they also ob- 
ject to direct subsidy payments--they need 
greater acreage for farming efficiency. 
The fact remains, you are faced with con- 
tinued low allotments unless you can sell 
the cotton you grow--to someone besides 
the Government, that is.

THE 1955 CROP is off to a spotted start. 
Cool weather and rains delayed planting in 
the Central Belt. Cold weather killed 
cotton in parts of Texas, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia, necessitating replanting. Dry 
weather slowed germination in parts of 
Texas and the Southeast. 





COTTON QUALITY is being stressed more and 
more by the mills, which are compelled to 
look more and more for cottons which spin 
well in order to compete with synthetics. 
Cottons that are well-prepared, have fiber 
uniformity, have not been over-dried or 
over-machined at the gin, have an adequate 
strength and maturity of fibers and are 
of the proper fineness are in greatest de- 
mand. The individual farmer seldom 
profits, however, from producing quality 
cotton. The character of the cotton from 
a particular gin is soon learned by the 
cotton buyer. If the general quality at 
the gin has a reputation for being poor, 
that reputation establishes the price for 
all cotton at the gin. Community rather 
than individual action is necessary to 
benefit from the production of quality cot- 
ton--but make sure your neighbors grow 
it, too. 











LOAN DIFFERENCES THIS FALL may be fantasti- 
cally favorable to the producer of medium 
staple cotton. The loan should have a 
base of around 35.55 cents for Middling 
15/16 inch. This in itself is the highest

IT HAS BEEN SUGGESTED that farmers be given 
a chance to vote on whether they prefer 
high prices and lower acreages or lower 
prices and higher acreage.

They will — Still more in 1956. Barring 
war, the S will increase each year 
and the esate lan on will decline. By 1957, 
after three years of acreage controls, we 
will find ourselves worse off than when 
we rted. Then maybe we be ready to 
produce for the market and not for the 
Government loan.

But, he adds, 
much depends on good management, 
size of your farm, character of your 
soil, your equipment and markets. 

The program on the 450-acre farm 
at Beeville is confined largely to pro- 
ducing choice beef for the market, 
the way you'd produce it on any 
farm. During the past six years—five 
of them were extremely dry—this farm 
averaged a net return of $42.98 per 
head. During the 1953-54 season, 
the average net return per steer was 
$56.96. With the exception of con- 
centrates purchased on the open mar- 
ket, the calves are fed on feedstuffs 
produced on the farm. 

The experimental farm counts every 
expense in calculating net returns on 
the calves. Five dollars per acre is 
charged for every acre of crop land. 
Charges are made for depreciation on 
equipment and buildings, for concen- 
trates purchased and for all labor in 
handling, feeding and marketing. 

The farm beef program is based on 
the purchase of choice grade steer 
calves and the use of temporary an- 
nual pastures, supplemented with 
sorghum silage and limited amounts 
of concentrates during drouths. Under 
normal conditions the program is 
started in the fall and is divided into 
four main periods—dry lot weaning 
and fall grazing; winter and spring 
grazing or feeding; summer grazing; 
and fall finishing in the dry lot. Field 
stubble is used in the fall. Oats and 
clover supply winter and spring graz- 
ing and sudan the summer grazing. 
An adequate supply of forage is in- 
sured by storing sorghum silage in 
trench silos. 

Hall adds, “In this area, 400 acres 
of crop land—land which can produce 
a good average crop of feedstuffs—is 
considered an economical unit.” 

He believes it might be possible to 
get along with less than 400 acres with 
fertile land that produces more than 
average tonnage. But there must be 
enough acreage to feed a sufficient 
number of steers to pay costs of opera- 
tion and make a reasonable profit.

Witn a two-acre tobacco patch 
worth about the price of a new car 
at today's prices, it makes sense to 
have insect control insurance You 
can get it at very reasonable rates by 
having on hand plenty of insecticides 
and a good sprayer or duster 

New and powerful insecticides now 
available make control of tobacco in- 
sects much easier, but the secret of 
good control of insects is still proper 
timing of the application. If the to- 
bacco is inspected frequently for in- 
sects and insect damage, insecticides 
can be applied before the damage be- 
comes severe 


Time Your Application 


Recommended poisons should be 
applied only as often as necessary to 
keep the insects under control. More 
frequent applications are necessary 
during periods of rainy weather and 
heavy infestations Be sure to dust 
or spray thoroughly at lay-by time 
but never later than five days before 
harvest begins 

The all-purpose poison mixtures 
that are now in use will control all 
tobacco insects in the field if properly 
applied. For dusts, use a mixture con 
taining 1% parathion and 5% TDI 
(or DDD) Apply at the rate of 15 
to 30 pounds per acre, depending on 
the size of the tobacco The flea 
beetle can be checked with DDT ap 
plied as dust or spray to plant bed 
just before plants are pulled The 
flea beetle chooses wilted plants; try 
to prevent any wilting 

If sprays are used, mix one to two 
pounds of 50% TDE (or DDD) wet 
table powder with one pound of 15% 
parathion wettable powder. Use this 
mixture in enough water to cover an 
acre. Large hornworms require heavy 
dosages for control. DDT won't kill 
the hornworm, but TDE or endrin 
will, 

(Caution: The poison mixtures ar 
dangerous to the user. Every precau- 
tion should be used to avoid inhaling 
them or getting them on the skin 
The operator should bathe and change 
to fresh clothes each time the poisons 
are applied.) 

Should aphids or lice appear, the 
best insurance is lindane or mala- 
thion. A thorough coverage is very 
essential. If a good kill—close to 100 
percent—is not obtained in a couple 
of days, repeat the treatment. Deme- 
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ton (Systox) controls aphids exception- 
ally well; one application may control 
for 3 to 5 weeks. 

Protection against grasshoppers in- 
volves vigilance and being ready with 
chlordane or aldrin. Sometimes grass- 
hoppers come from hay fields that 
have just been mowed. A very good 
way to stop them is to treat a border 
along the side of the hay field or fence 
row. The insecticides recommended 
for grasshoppers last for several days 
and hoppers will be killed while they 
are crawling and feeding in the treated 
border. If they get into your tobacco 
patch, then treat the patch, but be 
careful not to use too much insecti- 
cide as a visible residue will bring 
price reductions.

When to Turn it On 


The surest way of deciding when to irrigate is to keep 
track of the moisture in the soil The simplest method of 
doing this, of course, is with a spade You just make a 
deep vertical cut in the soil so you can see how most the 
soil is at different levels 

Or you can use a core type soil auger 
up a small core of soil which you can see through an open 
ing in the side of the auger With a little experience, you 
can soon tell whether the amount of moisture in the soil 
is enough. 

A less reliable way is to judge soil moisture by the con- 
dition of the crop, and start watering when the plants show 
signs of wilt. One trouble with this system is that there 
is a lot of difference in the moisture requirements of dif 
Some crops suffer quicker and more severely 
Also, if you wait until you see signs

ferent crops 
from a lack of water 
of distress before you start to irrigate, crops can be in bad 
shape on the far side of the field by the time you finish 
irrigating. 

Probably the simplest and most accurate way to measure 
soil moisture at all depths is with a mechanical soil moisture 
tester (See “What's New for Farmers” column in this 
issue.) This low-cost gadget climinates guesswork 

Experienced irrigation farmers advise not to stop water 
ing when it starts to shower. Most rains coming during the 
irrigating season are light. If you interrupt your irrigation 
schedule whenever it showers, you're likely to fail to get 
enough water on the crop in time. Better get a little wet 
if necessary, and go right on irrigating until you know you 


have the water you need. 


And When to Turn it Off 


Deciding how much you need isn't easy cithe

Bass not always deep 
in summer 


\or long ago we had a talk with 
18 “Big John” LeFevre, who operates a 
fishing dock near the headwaters of 
Tennessee's Center Hill Lake. “Big 
John” said, “Too many fishermen get 
the idea that they've got to fish real 
deep to catch bass during the summer- 
time. That may be true in waters 
where fairly stationary water levels 
are maintained, but in these big arti- 
ficial lakes where there are fluctuating 
water levels, bass may stay at a 12-15 
foot depth one week, and a 30 foot 
depth the next week. 

“Only rarely,” he added, “will bass 
take live minnows fished on or near 
the bottom during the summertime. 
Try various depths until you deter- 
mine how deep the bass are staying 
at the time. After the first good run, 
continue to fish at approximately the 
same depth. Bass stay in the layer of 
water that contains the most oxygen. 
In man-made lakes this can vary with 
drawdowns and other water level fluc- 
tuating conditions. 

“And remember this,” concluded 
“Big John,” “Bass feed just as actively 
during the summer season as they do 
at any other time of the year.”

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Georgia champion 
breaks corn record 


BDOwN in Georgia, 4-H Club mem- 
ber Willard Lanier is gunning for an 
all-time record for corn growers. 
Three years in a row, he has won the 
Whitfield County corn production 
championship. And two of those years 
he had the highest yield of any 4-H'er 
in the state. 

Willard won the state contest last 
year with 167 bushels per acre. His 
yield in 1952 was 168 bushels; in 
1953, 182 busheis. 

How does Willard do it? Well, here 
is his formula: “More fertilizer for 
more plants equals more corn.” 

Last year, he used 700 pounds of 
4-12-12, 300 pounds of 33 percent 
nitrogen, and had 19,300 stalks per 
acre on the land. Cost of his produc- 
tion was 76 cents a bushel 

Over 100 Georgia 4-H boys made 
100 bushels or more corn per acre last 
year to become members of the state's 
100-Bushel Corn Club. Folks in 
Georgia think that’s a national record. 


Homemade steak fryer

How to make 
better silage 


mw) SILAGE has made a come- 

back during the recent 

drouthy summers, in areas 

where many farmers had 

stopped making it. This 

year, if you have cattle, 

you're missing a good bet if you don’t 

put up plenty of silage. And how you 

put it up makes a lot of difference in 
the kind of silage you get. 

When you cut your silage crop, the 
Beltsville Research Center recommends 
setting your cutter to cut the forage 
one inch long—longer for the part 
going into the bottom of the silo. At 
the middle of the silo the length of 
the cuttings should be %4-inch. When 
the silo is three-fourths full cut the 
pieces te %4- to %-inch in length. 


Packing the Silage 

When silage is being made in tall 
upright silos with smooth walls, the 
silage will largely do its own packing 
if kept leveled, with just a little pack- 
ing at the edges. But the tops of these 
silos should be packed, and unless the 
material has plenty of moisture, some 
water should be added. Repeat the 
packing of the silage for several days, 
adding more water if needed. 

In trench and box silos and in mak- 
ing stack silage, packing is more im- 
portant. If you used a field chopper, 
your truck can run onto the silo and 
drop the forage in place. Then you 
can drive your tractor over it to fur- 
ther pack it. The silage does not have 
much depth, so the packing must be 
continued until the mass is very com 
pact. And again finishing off with 
material cut shorter and containing 
more moisture is important. If it 
seems too dry, water should be added 
and the packing should go on. 

When the top of the trench or box 
silo is rounded off it should be covered 
with dirt, sawdust, ground limestone 
or a plastic fabric to seal out air and 
water. —L. R. Neel

It's the start 
that counts 


EN a footrace, the one who gets off 
at the fastest start has the best chance 
of winning. That's so with dairy 
calves, too. 

On J. S. Finger’s Cedar Loop Farm 
at Burton, Texas, they know how to 
get calves off to that fast start, with 
economy foremost in mind. You 
won't find any puny, drawn calves 
with pot bellies at this dairy. 

Finger has a separate pasture for 
calves of each age group. The first, 
for the youngest, has a large calf barn. 
The roof and part of the walls are of 
the kind of plastic that admits sun- 
light. Finger believes in lots of germ- 
killing sunlight. Each calf has its own 
private stall with a slatted, aerated 
floor and its own feed trough. 

The second pasture for calves up 
to four months old, has a less elabo- 
rate barn, with a row of discarded 
plastic bathtubs for feed troughs. They 
are easy to keep clean, and look neat 
fastened together end to end. Calves 
in this barn are turned out every sun- 
shiny day for fresh air and exercise 
The third pasture, for calves past four 
months of age, merely has a shed with 
hay manger. 

Finger’s calves grow fast and stay 
healthy. He clips and paints the navel 
cords with iodine a few hours after 
birth, and vaccinates for various dis- 
eases at appropriate ages. He dehorns 
when the calves are only a few days 
old, using a caustic potash salve. The 
bedding in the stalls is changed when 
it becomes very damp or soiled. 

“Calves can be fed on starter feed 
after the initial three days of colo- 
strum and still look like milk-fed 
calves,” Finger says. “It's the little 
things that add up to produce healthy 
calves.” —F, B. Curry 


Dairy Calf Goal 


Louisiana dairy specialist H. W. 
Anderson says a goal of one calf from 
each dairy cow every 12 months is 
too ideal for practical purposes in the 
South. He thinks a good mark to 
shoot at might be one every 11 to 13 
months. This gives a wider margin 
for calving, and gives the dairyman 
top production. 

Regular calving like this should 
make cows freshen in the fall when 
milk is needed and prices are higher. 
If you own cows that have uneven 
calving intervals, he adds, Bang’s dis- 
ease or infection might be the cause— 
have your veterinarian check them.

Now that summer weather is on us, 
you may be having trouble with wet, 
messy droppings under your cages. 
The hens drink quantities of water 
and it passes right on through them. 
This makes it hard to maintain the 
dropping cones under each cage, What 
causes this and what can be done 
about it? 

It may be due to one or more of 
several causes and sometimes it is hard 
to do much to correct it. The diffi- 
culty is, that the hens are suffering from 
heat and they drink lots of water in 
trying to remove some of this heat 
from their bodies. Their norma! body 
temperature is around 106 degrees and 
when the air temperature gets close to 
100 degrees or more, they suffer 

Having an aluminum roof is more 
important on a house with cages than 
in a regular laying house. A ridge 
ventilator is also a necessity, since 
heat rises, there should be some way 
for the hot air to move out through the 
highest point. The side walls should 
be opened on down to the floor level, 
which permits a free flow of air. This

ventilation at the floor level is impor- 
tant in order to have a circulation of 
air under and around the hens and to 
dry out the droppings. 

If the house could be located in a 
pecan grove, an orchard, or with 
shade trees around it, this would help 
a lot in keeping the hens more com- 
fortable. Having grass or a forage 
crop growing around the house will 
also keep the house cooler 

Keeping the roof wet with a sprink 
ler system on hot days will help. This 
is a common practice in some states 
where the air is dry—the evaporation 
cools the air. In localities where there 
is high humidity, and that is the situa 
tion throughout most of the South, 
there is not much evaporation and 
sprinkling the roof is less effective

Peanut shells are sometimes 
under the cages to help build up the 
cones and aid in air drying.

The type of feed used will affect 
water consumption, but you can't 
blame all the wet droppings on the 
feed.

The past year has been a tough one 
for Southern poultry farmers produc- 
ing market eggs. With high feed prices 
and low egg prices, profits have been 
small and, in many cases, there were 
losses instead of profits 

Some poultrymen have become dis- 
couraged and have sold all of their 
hens. Others have put in few, if any, 
replacement chicks. With fewer chicks 
started than year, all indications 
point to a shortage of laying pullets. 
A small number of layers on hand in 
the late summer, fall and winter should 
mean high prices 

It is already late to start chicks for 
next year’s layers. Chicks hard 
to raise during hot weather in certain 
parts of the South and those started 
now will miss the months of highest 
egg prices. Some poultrymen have 
made a practice, however, of start- 
ing chicks two, three, or four times 
during the year, regardless of the sea- 
son.

The best way to control stomach 
and intestinal worms of sheep is to 
prevent them Adequate nutrition, 
pasture rotation and medical treatment 
are the three principal measures to use. 
You cannot depend upon medical 
treatment too much. Medicine should 
be used to support—not replace- 
sanitation, rotation and good manage- 
ment

drug for removing stomach worms and 
the small intestinal worms. You can 
buy it in liquid form and use it as 
adrench. Give adult sheep a 2-ounce 
dose and lambs under 50 pounds a 
l-ounce dose.

Straight Talk 
iy iis.

EVERAL readers have written to ask what we think 

should be done to help protect the little farmer; about 
our ideas on big business versus little business; small grocer 
versus big chain grocer, etc. 

First, we'd like to say that we don’t think you have to 
be on one side or the other. We don't even think the small 
and the big are necessarily business enemies. There's a 
place for both. This country needs both. 

We should be just as wary of too much government pater- 
nalism of the small and weak as we are of too much penalty 
on bigness. Mere size, in itself, isn't wicked. Most of the 
big businesses of this country started out as little businesses. 
If they hadn't had the incentive to grow and prosper. . . 
if they had been denied the right to become big, America 
wouldn't be the envy and marvel of the world today. 

Putting a ceiling on mere size is like putting a “governor” 
on the accelerator of a car. It doesn’t just hold the speed 
of the car to, say, fifty, It makes the get-away, the pick- 
up, the whole operation of the car unsatisfactory. Big busi- 
ness, as much as any other one thing, made America the 
richest, most powerful nation in the history of the world. 


No Help for Play-Farmers and Rich Farmers 


It would be bad for the country for too many small 
farmers to be suddenly forced off the farm and into the 
city, So the small farmer must be helped and protected. 
Helped—to make him more efficient, protected by showing 
him how he can help himself to a better income and a better 
life. But the taxpayers of this country cannot be expected 
to permanently subsidize the small farmer in order to help 
him stay on the farm. And I don’t believe the small farmer 
wants to be a “ward” of the Government. He wants a chance 
to make it on his own. And that’s where education and 
research come in, We've got to find new and cheaper meth- 
ods, new markets. President Eisenhower has recently sent 
to Congress a new program designed to help the Nation's 
million and a half farm families making less than $1,000 
a year, The plan is to help them with new educational tech- 
niques, supervised credit, vocational training, and the pro- 
viding of employment information. That's good. 

I believe that big corporation farmers, lawyer-farmers, 
doctor-farmers, and other part-time cowboys and week-end 
farmers should get no subsidies; should not be eligible for 
ACP payments for carrying out practices which they have 
the knowledge and money to do, and which are in their self- 
interest, When we're already over-producing, why pay the 
big farmer to produce for storage at taxpayers’ expense? 

I dislike monopolies (particularly Government monopo- 
lies). When business engages in monopolistic and unfair 
practices it's time for the Government to step in. Some 
chains have, in the past, resorted to extremely unfair prac- 
tices. For instance, years ago a chain grocery was guilty 
of having special cans of certain brands of food made a 
little smaller than customary size. In other words, the 
housewife thought she was buying a 29 cent can of beans 
but the can was really slightly smaller, although not small 
enough to be detected without close examination. This is 
more dignified, possibly, than a stickup at gunpoint, but 





hardly less reprehensible. However, the chains got where 
they are because they’re good—not bad. They're better mer- 
chandisers, better managers. They buy cheaper and they 
sell cheaper, usually. 


Can’t Strengthen the Weak by Weakening the Strong 


The way for the small merchant to keep up is not to 
penalize the chains, but to clean up his store, make his dis- 
plays attractive, and get the most out of the home-owned, 
home-folks, personal“service approach. Many small busi- 
nesses fail because they deserve to fail, in their dark, dirty, 
and inefficient stores. 

Let’s don’t swallow the left-wing line that all rich and 
prominent people are greedy parasites; that business—espe- 
cially big business—is wicked and monopolistic. I believe 
that most “successful” people, with the help of a few 
“breaks” which they took advantage of, are successful be- 
cause they outworked, out-thought, out-planned, and out- 
produced their competitors. Big businessmen are not neces- 
sarily any more selfish than the corner storekeeper. 

I believe that they're on top because they're honest, not 
crooked—because they applied the Golden Rule, not because 
they walked over other people. 


Essentials For Greatness 


Isadora Duncan once said “great art is seventy-five per- 
cent perspiration.” Nothing takes the place of hard work. 
Then, you have to want something very much. And that 
reminds me of Ty Cobb. Most baseball fans will agree on 
one thing: Ty Cobb, “the Georgia peach,” was the greatest. 
Ty Cobb was great not because he had the most native 
ability, nor the best coaching, nor lucky breaks. He was 
the greatest because he had a burning desire to be great. 

Branch Rickey makes Cobb the hero of a story which 
points up a great moral and a great truth. Rickey tells how, 
when he was managing the St. Louis Browns many years ago, 
Ty Cobb beat him by a feat of skill and daring never be- 
fore or since duplicated. It was the last half of the eleventh, 
score tied, two men out and nobody on base when Ty Cobb 
came to bat for Detroit. He managed to get “walked,” then 
scored the winning run without another ball being pitched. 
By amazing audacity and skill he stole second, third, and 
home-—made a home run out of a base on balls! 

Rickey compares Cobb with a man he had on his team 
named Walker. In a game in Beaumont, Texas, he says 
that Walker hit what should have been a home run—and 
was thrown out at third. He loafed down to first, circled 
first base too wide and slowed down to a trot as he watched 
the fielders chasing the ball. One fielder made a great stab 
at the ball, caught it, and threw a perfect strike to third 
base where Walker, flustered at this turn of events, slid into 
the hands of the third baseman and tagged himself out 

Rickey says Cobb and Walker had about the same height, 
weight and speed. Walker had a stronger arm and more 
hitting power. Yet, Cobb rose to immortal fame as long 
as baseball is played and Walker lives in obscurity. 

Cobb was determined to be great. And he worked at it 
unceasingly. Walker punched the clock.
